7, Here at the death of our late Sovereign Loꝛd King Edward 
the Sirth, there remained one unifozm ©2der of Com: 
, mon Service, and Pꝛaper, and of the Adminiſtration of 
#7 Sacraments, Kites and Ceremonies in the Church of 
{21 England, which was (ct fo2th in one Book, Intituled, The 


4 Bock of Common Prayer, and Adminiſtration of Sacraments, and 
2 IJ other Rites and Ceremonies in the Church of Eng/znd, Authorized 
VE Em by qa of Parliament holden in the fifth and ſüirth years of 
ASSAY our ſaid late Sovereign Lozd King Edward the Strth, In- 
tituled, An Act for the Uniformity of Common Prayer, and Admi- 
niſtration of the Sacraments; The which was repealed, and taken away by Ac of 
Parliament, in the firſt year of the Reign of our late Sovereign Lady Queen 
Mary, to the great decay of the due honour of Gad, and diſcomfoꝛt to the Pꝛokel⸗ 
ſo2s of the truth of Chiiſts Religion : : 

Be it therefoze Enacted by the Authozity of this preſent Parliament, That 
the laid Statute of Repeal, and every thing therein contained, onely concern- 
ing the ſaid Book, and the Service, Adminiſtration of Sacraments, Rites and 
Ceremontes contained 02 appointed in 02 by the ſaid Book, ſhall be vstd and of 
hone effec, from and after the Feaſt of the J2ativity of Saint John Baptiſt nert 
coming: and, That the ſald Book, with the Oꝛder of Service, and of the Ad- 
miniſtration of Sacraments, Rites and Ceremonies, with the alteration and 
additions therein added and appointed by this Statute, ſhall ſtand and be, from 
and after the ſaid Feaſt of the Nativity of Saint John Baptiſt; in full foꝛce and 
effect, accoꝛding to the tenour andeftect of this Statute ; Any thing in the koze⸗ 
ſaid Statute of Repeal to the contrary notwithſtanding. | 

And further be it Enacted by the Queens Þighneſs, with the aſſent of the 
Loꝛds and Commons in this pꝛeſent Parliament aſſembled, and by Authozity 
of the ſame, That all and ſingular Miniſters in any Cathedꝛal oꝛ Pariſh: Church, 
oꝛ other place within this Realm of England, Wales, and the arches of the ſame, 
02 other the Queens Domintons, ſhall from and after the Feaſt of the Mativity 
of Saint John Baptiſt next coming, be bounden to ſay and uſe the Mattens, Even⸗ 
ſong, Celebzation of the Loꝛds Supper, and Adminiſtration of cach of the Sa- 
craments, and all their Common and open }22ayer, in ſuch oꝛder and town as 
ts mentioned inthe ſaid Book, fo Authoztzed by 3 in the lald fifth Arth 
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ear of the Reign ol King Edward the Sixth; with one alteration, o2 additi⸗ 

= 90 certain Leſſons to be uſed on every Sunday in the year, and the foꝛm of 
the Litany altered, and co2rected, and two ſentences onely added in the delivery 
the Sacrament to the Communtcants, and none other, 02 otherwile: and, 
That if any manner of Parſon, Uicar, oꝛ other whatſoever Miniſter, that ought 
02 (ſhould ſing 02 ſay Common P2aver mentioned in the ſaid Book, 02 miniſter 
the Sacraments, from and after the Feaſt of the Nativity of Saint John Baptiſt 
nert coming, refuſe to uſe the ſald Common Pꝛapers, oz to miniſter the Sa- 
craments in ſuch Cathedꝛal, oꝛ Pariſh Church, oꝛ other places, as he ſhoutd uſe 
to miniſter the ſame, in ſuch oꝛder and koꝛm as they be mentioned and ſet fozth 
in the ſaid Book, oz ſhall wilfully, oz obſtinately ſtanding in the ſame, uſe any 
other Rite, Ceremony, D2der, Foꝛm oz Manner of Celebzating of the Lows 
Supper, openly 02 pzivily, o Mattens, Evenſong, Adminiſtration of the Sa- 
craments, oz other open Pꝛapers, then is mentioned and fect fo2th in the ſatd 
Book, [ Open Prayer in, and throughout this Act, is meant that Prayer which is for other to 
come unto, or hear, either in common Churches, or private Chappels, or Oratories, commonly 
called the Service of the Church] 02 ſhall pꝛeach, declare, 02 {peak any thing in the 
derogation, 02 depꝛaving of the ſaid Book, 02 any thing therein contained, 02 of 
any part thereof, and ſhall be thereof lawfully convicted accowding to the Laws 
of this Realm, by Ger dia of twelve men, 02 by his own confeſſion, oꝛ by the no⸗ 
tozious evidence of the fad; he ſhail loſe and fozfeit to the Queens Highneſs, 
Per Heirs and Succeſſoꝛs, fo2 his firſt offence, the p2ofit of all his Spiritual 
Benefices 02 Pꝛomotions, coming 02 ariſing in one whole year next after this 
conviction : And alſo that the perſon ſo convicted ſhall fo2 the ſame offence ſuffer 
Tmpziſonment by the ſpace of Six months, without Bail o; Mainpziſe: And it 
any (uch perſon once convict of any offence concerning the Pꝛemiſſes, ſhall after 
his firſt conviction eftſoons offend, and be thercof in toꝛm atozeſaidlawfully con⸗ 
vid; That then the ſame perſon ſhall fo2 his ſecond offence ſtiffer Impꝛiſomment 
by the ſpace of one whole year, and alſo ſhall therefoꝛe be dep2ived ipſo facto of all 
bis Spiritual Pꝛomotions; and, That it ſhall be lawful to all Patrons o2 Oo- 
noꝛs of all and ſingular the ſame Spiritual Pꝛomotions, oz of any of them, to 
pꝛeſent 02 collate to the lame, as though the perſon and perſons ſo offending, 
were dead: and, That if any ſuch perſon o2 perſons, after he ſhall be twice con- 
victed in toꝛm afoꝛeſaid, ſhali offend againſt any of the Pꝛemiſſes the third time, 
and ſhall be thereof in koꝛm afozeſald, lawfully convicted, That then the perſon 
ſo offending, and convicted the third time, ſhall be depzived ipſo facto of all his 
Spiritual P2omottons, and allo ſhall ſuffer 1 during his life: 
And if the perſon that ſhall offend, and be convia in foꝛm afozeſaid, concerning 
any of the Pꝛemiſſes, ſhall not be Beneficed, no2 have any Spiritual Þ2omo- 
tion, Chat then the lame perſon ſo offending, and convict, ſhall fc2 the firſt 
offence ſuffer Impziſonment during one whole year next after his ſaid convigt- 
on, without Bail 0 Ae: And it any ſuch perſon not having any Spirt- 
tual Pꝛomotton, atter his firſt conviction, ſhall ettſoons offendin anything con: 
cerning the Pꝛemiſſes, and ſhall in fo2m afozeſatd be thereof {awfully convicted, 
That then the lame perſon (hall fo2 his ſecond offence ſuffer Jmpziſonment durin g 


his like. 

And it is D2dainedand Cnacted by the Authozity afozeſaid, That if any per⸗ 
ſon 02 perſons whatſoever, after the (aid Feaſt of the Nativity of Saint John 
Baptiſt ne xt coming, ſhall in any Enterludes, Plays, Songs, Rimes, oꝛ by other 
open woꝛds declare, oz ſpeak any thing in the derogation, depꝛaving, oz deſpt- 
ſing of the ſame Bok, 02 of any thing therein contained, oꝛ anypart thereof, 02 
ſhail by open fact, deed, oz by open thzeatnings compel, oz caule, oz otherwiſe 
p2oCure 02 Maintain any Parſon, Uicar, oz other Yiniſter in any Cathedzal, 02 
Pariſh-Church, oz in Chappel, oꝛ in any other place, toſing oꝛ ſay any Common 
02 open Pꝛayer, o to minifter any Sacrament otherwiſe, 02 in any other manner 
and koꝛm then ts mentioned in the ſald Book; 02 by any of the ſato means ſhall 
unlawfully interrupt, o2 let any Parſon, Uicar, o2 other Miniſter tn any Cathe- 
dzal, 02 Pariſh: Church, 02 Chappel, o2 any other place, to ſing 02 ſay Common 
and open Pꝛaper, 02to miniſter the Sacraments, oꝛ any of them, in ſuch manner 
andfo2mas is mentioned in the laid Book, That then every ſuch perſon, being 
thercof lawfully convicted in town aboveſatd, ſhail fozteitto the Queen our So⸗ 
vereign Lady, Her Heirs and Succeſſoꝛs, foꝛ the firſt offence an hundzed marks: 
And it any perſon o2 perſons, being once convie of any ſuch offence, cftſoons 
offend again any of the laſt recited offences, and ſhall in fo2m afozeſatd be there. 
oflawtully convict, That then the ſame perſon lo offending and convia, ſhall foꝛ

Succeſloꝛs, four hundzed marks: And if any perſon, after he in fozm akoꝛeſald 
ſhall have been twice convict of any offence concerning any of the laſt recited of: 
fences, ſhall offend the third time, and be thereof in foꝛm aboveſatd lawfully con: 
vict z That then every perſon ſo offending and convict, ſhall fo2 his third offence 
fo2feit to our Sovereign Lady the Queen all his Hoods and Chattels, and ſhall 
ſuffer Impꝛilonment during his lite: And if any perſon oz perſons that fo2 his 
ficſt offence concerning the Pꝛemiſſes, ſhall be convict in foꝛm afozeſaid, do not 
pav the ſum to be paid by vertue of his conviction, in ſuch manner and koꝛm as 
the lame ought to be paid, within fir weeks next after his conviction, That then 
every perſon (o convict, and ſo not paping the ſame, (hall fo2 the ſame firſt offence, 
in ſtead of the ſaid lum, ſuffer Impꝛtlonment by the ſpace of ſix months without 
Bail 02 Yainpaile : and it any perſon oꝛ perſons, that fo2 his ſecond offence con⸗ 
cerning the Pꝛemiſſes ſhall be convict in foꝛm atozeſatd, do not pay the laid ſum 
to be paid by vertue of his conviction, and this Eſtatute, in ſuch manner and form 
as the lame ought tobe paid, within fix weeks next after his ſaid ſecond convi⸗ 
tion, That then every perſon ſo convicted, and not ſo paying the ſame, ſhall fo2 
the ſame ſecond offence, in the ſtead ofthe ſaid (um, ſuffer Jm-22iſonment during 
twelve months without Batl oz Mainpꝛiſe: and, That from and after the ſald 
Feaſt of the Nativity of Saint John Baptiſt next coming, all and every perſon and 
perſons, inhabiting within this Realm, oz any other the Queens Majeſties 
Oominions, ſhall diligently and faithfully, having no lawful oz reaſonable er⸗ 
cuſe to be abſent, endeavour themſelves to reſozt to their Pariſh⸗Church, oz 
Chappel accuſtomed, 02 upon reaſonable let thereof, to ſome uſual place where 
Common PDꝛaper, and ſuch Service of God ſhall be uſed inſuch time of let, up⸗ 
on every Sunday and other Days oꝛdalned and uſed to be kept as holy Days, 
and then and there to abide oꝛderly and ſoberly during the time of the Common 
Pꝛaper, Pꝛeachings, oꝛ other Service of God there to be uſed and miniſtred, 
upon pain of puniſhment by the Cenſures of the Church; and alſo upon pain, 
that every perſon ſo offending ſhall fozfett fo2 every ſich offence Twelve pence, 
to be levied by the Church wardens of the Pariſh where ſuch offence ſhall be 
done, to the uſe of the Pooꝛ of the ſame Pariſh, of the Goods, Lands, and Te⸗ 
nements of ſuch Dffender, by way of Diſtreſs. 

And fo2 due execution hereof, the Queens moſt excellent Majeſfy, the Lozds 
Tempozal, and all the Commons tn this pꝛeſent Parliament aſſembled, do in 
Gods name carneſtly require and charge all the Archbiſhops, Biſhops, and other 
©2inartes,that they (hall endeavour themſelves to the uttermoſt of their know: 
ledges, that the due and true execution hereof maybe had thꝛoughout their Dto- 
ceſſes and Charges, as they will anſwer befoze God fo2 fuch evils and plagues 
wherewith Almighty God may juſtly puniſh his people to2 neglecting this good 
and wholſom Law. And fo? their authozity in this behalf, Be it further Enacen 
by the Authozity afozeſaid, That all and ſingular the ſame Archbiſhops, Biſhops, 
and all other their Officers, exerciſing Eccleſiaſtical Jurisdicion, as well tn 
places exempt, as not exempt, within their Dloceſſes, ſhall have full power and 
authozity by this Act to refo2m, co2rec and puniſh by Cenſures of the Church; all 
and ſingular perſons whichſhatl offend within any of their Jurisdiaions o2 Dio⸗ 
ceſſes, after the ſaid Feaſt of the Nativity of St. John Baptiſt next coming, againſt 
this Ac and Statute 3 Any other Law, Statute, 2ivitedge, Liberty, 02 ]Þ20- 
viſion heretofoze made, had, 02 ſuffered to the contrary notwithſtanding. 

And it is Oꝛdained and Enacted by the Authozity afozeſatd,That all and every 
Juſtice of Oper and Determiner, 02 Juſtices of Afſile, ſhall have full power and 
authozity in every of their open and general Seſſions, to enquire, hear and de- 
termine all, and all manner of offences that ſhall be committed o2 done contrary 
to any Article contained in this pꝛeſent Act) within the limits of the Commiſſton 
to them directed, and to make Pꝛoceſs f92 the execution of the ſame, as they may 
do 1 — perſon being Jndiaed befoze them of Treſpals, o2 lawfully con- 
victed thereor, | 

Pꝛodbided always, and be it Enacted by the Authozity afoxcſatd, That all and 
every Archbiſhop and Biſhop ſhall and may at all time and times at his liberty 
and pleaſure, joyn and aſſociate himſelf by vertue of this Act to the (atd Juſtices 
of Dyer and Determiner, 02 to the ſaid Juſtices of Afliſe, at every of the laid 
open and general Seſſions to be holden in any place within his Diocels, fo2 and 
tothe enquiry, hearing and determining of the offences afo2cſald. 

Pꝛobided alſo, and be it Enacted by the authonty atozefald, That the Books 
concerning the ſaiv Services, thall at the colts and charges of the * 
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of every Pariſh. and Cathedꝛal Church, be attatned and gotten befoze the ſaid 
Feaft of the Nativity of Saint John Baptiſt next following; and that all ſuch Pa- 
riches and Cathedꝛal Churches, oz other places, where the ſald Books ſhall be 
attained and gotten befo2e the (aid Feaſt of the Nativity of Saint John Baptiſt, 
ſhail within thzee weeks next after the laid Books ſo attained and gotten, uſe 
the ſaid Service, and put the ſame in ure accozding to this Act. 

And be it further Enacted by the Authozity afozeſaid, That no perſon oꝛ per- 
ſons ſhall be at any time hereafter impeached, o2 otherwiſe moleſted of o2 foꝛ any 
the offences above mentioned, hereafter to be committed, 02 done contrary to 
this Act, unleſs he 02 they ſo offending be thereof Jndiced at thenert General 
Seſſions to be holden befoze anyſuch Juſtices of Oper and Determiner, oz Ju⸗ 
ſtices 1 Aſſiſe, next after any offence committed 02 done contrary to the tenour 
of this Aa. ; 

1ovived always, and de it Oꝛdained and Enacted by the Authozity afozeſaid, 
That all and ſingular Loꝛds of the Parliament, fo2 the third offence above men- 
tioned, ſhall be tried by thetr Peers. ; 

120v1ded alſo, and be it Oꝛdamed and Enacted by the Authozity afozeſaid, 
That the Mayo? of London, and all other Bayozs, Baplifls, and other Head- 
Officers of all and ſingular Cities, Bozoughs, and Towns-cozpozate within 
this Realm, Wales, and the Marches of the ſame, tothe which Juſtices of Aſie 
do not commonly repair, ſhail have full power and authozity by virtue of this Act, 
to enquire, hear, and determine the-offences abovelald, and every of them yeariy, 
within fifteen days after the Feaſts of Eaſter and Saint Michael the Archangel, in 
like manner and koꝛm, as Juſtices of Aſſiſe, and Dyer and Determiner may do. 

Pꝛovided always, and be it Oꝛdained and Enacted by the Authozity atoꝛeſaid, 
That all and ſingular Archbifhops and Biſhops, and every of their Chancel- 
1999, Commiſſaries, Archdeacons, and other D2dinaries, having any pectiltar 
Eccleſiaſtical Jurisdiction, ſhall have full power and authozity by virtue of this 
Act, as well to enquire in their Utſitation, Synods, and elſewhere within their 
Jurtsdicion at any other time and place, to take Accuſations and Jnfozmatt- 
ons ok all and every the things above mentioned, done, committed oz perpetra- 
ted within the limits of their Jurisdicxions and Authozity, as to puniſh the ſame 
by Admonttion, Excommunication, Sequeſtration, 02 Oepzivation, and other 

Cenſures, and Pꝛoceſs, in like fozm as heretofoze hath been uſed in like cales 
by the Queens Cccleſiaſtical Laws. 

Pꝛovided always, and be it Enacted, That whatſoever perſon offending in 
the Pꝛemiſſes ſhall fo2 the offence firſt recetve puniſhment of the D2dinary, has 
ving a Teſtimontal thereof under the ſald Oꝛdinaries Seal, ſhall not fo2 the ſame 
offence eftſoons be convicted befoze the Juſtices z and like wiſe receiving fo2 the 
laid offence puniſhment firſt by the Juſtices, he ſhall not fo2 the (ame offence eft- 
loons receive puniſhment of the Dzdinary ; Any thing contained in this Act to 
the contrary notwithſtanding. 

Pꝛovided always, and be it Enacted, That ſuch Oznaments ofthe Church and 
of the Miniſters thereof, ſhall be retained and be in uſe, as were in this Church 
of England by the Authozity of Parliament in the ſecond year of the Reign 
of King Edward the Sixth, until other o2der ſhall be therein taken by the Autho- 
rity of the Queens Majeſty, with the advice of her Commiſſioners appointed 
and authoztized under the Ozcat Seal of England fo Cauſes Eccleſiaſtical, oꝛ of 
the Metropolitan of this Realm: And aiſo, That if there ſhall happen any con- 
tempt, 02 irreverence to be uſed in the Ceremonies, o2 Bites of the Church, 
by the miſuſing of the D2ders appointed in this Book; the Queens Majelty 
may by the uke advice of the laid Commiſſtoners, oꝛ Metropolitan, oꝛdain and 
publiſh ſuch turther Ceremonies, oꝛ Bites, as may be moſt to2 the advancement 
of Gods glozy, the edifying ot his Church, and the due reverence of Chꝛiſts holy 
Pyſteties and Sacraments. 

Aud be it further Enacted by the Authozity afozeſaid, That all Laws, Sta- 
tutes, and D2dinances, where in 02 whereby any other Service, Adminiſtration 
of Sacraments, 02 Common Pꝛaper is limited, eſtabliſhed, oz ſet fo2th to be 
uſed within this Realm, oz any other the Queens Dominions oz Countreys, 
ſhall from hencefo2th be utterly void and of none effec, 
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Adminiſtration of Sacraments, and other Rites and Cere- 
monies : And for Eſtabliſhing the Form of Making, 
Ordaining, and Conſecrating Biſhops , Prieſts , and 
Deacons in the Church of England, 
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„ Hereas in the firſt year of the late Queen Elizabeth there 
was one Untfoꝛm Oꝛder of Common Service andÞP?2ayer, 
and ok the Adminiſtration of Sacraments, Rites and Ce- 
<7 cemonies in the Church of England (agreeable to the TUo2d 
okt God, and Uſage of the Pamitive Church) comptled by 


the Reverend Biſhops and Clergy, ſet fo2th in one Bok, 
Entituled, The Book of Common Prayer, and Adminiſtration of 
«Y Sacraments, and other Rites and Ceremonies in the Church of Ezg- 
land, and enjoyned to be uſed by Act of Parliament holden 
in the ſatd firſt year of the ſaid late Queen, Entituled, An 
Act for the Uniformity of Common Prayer, and Service in the Church, and Adminiſtration of 
the Sacraments, very comfortable to all good people deſirous to live in Chꝛiſtian 
converſation, and moſt pzofitable to the Eſtate of this Realm, upon the which 
the Mercy, Favour and Bleſſing of Almighty God is in no wiſe (o readily and 
plentifully poured, as by Common Pꝛapers, due uſing of the Sacraments, and 
often Pꝛeaching of the Golpel, with devotion of the Hearers : And yet this not- 
withſtanding, a great number of people in divers parts of this Realm, follow: 
ing their own ſenſuality, and living without knowledge and due fear of God, do 
wilfully and Schiſmatically abſtain,and refuſe to come to their ar iſh⸗Churches 
and other publick Places where Common Pꝛaper, Adminiſtration of the Sa- 
craments, and Pꝛeaching of the TUo2d of God ts uſed, upon the Sundays and 
other Days 02dained and appointed to be kept and obſerved as Holy days: And 
whereas by the great and ſcandalous neglea of Miniſters in the laid ©2der, oz 
Liturgy ſo ſet fo2th and enjoyned as afc:eſaid, great miſchiefs and inconvent⸗ 
ences, during the times of the late unhappy Troubles, have ariſen and grown ; 
and many people have been led into Factions and Schiſms, to the great decay 
and ſcandal of the Kefozmed Religion of the Church of England, and to the ha- 
zard ot many ſouls : Fo; pzevention whereof in time to come, to; ſettling the 
Peace of the Church, andfo? allaying the pzeſent Diſtempers, which the indil⸗ 
poſition of the Time hath contracted, the Kings Majeſty (accozding to His De- 
claratton of the Five and twentieth of October, Dne thouſand ſir hundꝛed and fir- 
ty) granted his Commiſſion under the S2eat Seal of England to ſeveral D 
an 
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and other Divines,to revicw the Book of Common Pꝛaper, and topzepare ſuch 
Alterations and Additions,as they thought fit to offer;and afterwards the TCon⸗ 
vocations of both the Pꝛovinces of Canterbury # York, being dy His Majeſtp call- 
ed and aſſembled (and now ſitting) Þis Majeſty hath been pleaſed to authozize 
and require the Pꝛeſidents of the ſaid Convocations, and other the Biſhops 
and Clergy of the ſame, to review the ſald Book of Common Pꝛaper, and the 
Book of the Foꝛm and Manner of the Making and Conſecrating of Biſhops, 
Niteſts, and Ocacons; And that after mature Conſideration, they ſhould matze 
uch Additions and Alterations in the ſaid Books relpectively,as to them ſhouid 
ſeem meet and convenient; And ſhould exhtbit and p2eſent the Lime ta bis Ma- 
jeſty in TUriting, fo2 Þts further allowance oz confirmation; Since which time, 
upon full and mature deliberation, they the ſaid Pꝛeſidents, Biſhops, and Eler- 
gy of both P2ovinces have acco2dingly reviewed the ſaid Books, and have 
made ſome Alterations which they think fit to be inſerted to the lame; and (ome 
Additional Pꝛayers to the ſaid Book of Common Pꝛaver, to be uſed upon pꝛo⸗ 
per and emergent occaſions 3; and have erhibited and pꝛeſented the lame unto Hts 
Majeſty tn TUriting, in one Book, Entituled, The Book of Common Prayer, and | 
Adminiſtration of the Sacraments, and other Rites and Ceremonies of the Church, according K 
to the uſe of the Church of England; together with the alter, or Pſalms of David, Pointed as 
they are to be ſung or ſaid in Churches; and the Form and Manner of Making, Ordaining, 
and Conſecrating of Biſhops, Prieſts, and Deacons : All which his Bajeſty having duty 
Conſidered, hath fully appꝛoved and allowed the ſame, and recommended to this 
pꝛeſent Parliament, That the ſaid Book of Common Pꝛaper, and of the Foꝛm 
of Owination and Conſecration of Biſhops, Peſts, and Deacons, with the 
Alterations and Additions which have been ſo made and pꝛelented to His Mas 
jeſty by the ſatd Convocations, be the Book which ſhall be appointed to be uſed 
by all that Offictate in all Cathedꝛal and Collegiate Churches and Chappels, 
and in all Chappels of Colledges and Halls in both the Univerſities, and the 
Colledges of Eaton and Wincheſter , and in all Partſh-Churches and Chappels 
within the Kingdom of England, Dominion of Wales, and Town of Berwick upon þ 
Tweed, and by all that Make, oz Conſecrate Biſhops, P2teſts, 02 Deacons, in %

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PREFACE. 


AT hath been the Wiſdom of the Church of England, ever ſince the firſt 

C compiling of Her Publick Liturgy, to keep the Mean between the two 
= Extreams, of too much Stiffneſs in refuſing, and of too much Eaſineſs in 
admitting any variation from it. For, as on the one ſide common Expe- 
nience ſheweth, that where a change hath been made of things adviſedly 
8 eſtabliſhed (no evident neceſſity ſo requiring) ſundry Inconveniences 

. 9 have thereupon enſued; and thoſe many times more, and greater then 
the Evils that were intended to be remedied by ſuch change: So on the other ſide, the par- 
ticular Forms of Divine Worſhip, and the Rites and Ceremonies appointed to be uſed therein, 
being things in their own nature Indifferent, and alterable, and ſo acknowledged ; it is but 
reaſonable, that upon weighty and important Conſiderations, according to the various exi- 
gency of Times and Occaſions, ſuch changes and alterations ſhould be made therein, as to 
thoſe that are in place of Authority ſhould from time to time ſeem either neceſſary or expedi- 
ent. Accordin 2 find, that in the Reigns of ſeveral Princes of bleſſed memory ſince the 
Reformation, the Church, upon juſt and weighty Conſiderations Her thereunto moving, hath 
yielded to make ſuch alterations in ſome particulars, as in their reſpective Times were 
thought convenient: Yet fo, as that the main Body and Eſſentials of it (as well in the chiefeſt 
Materials, as in the Frame and Order thereof) have ſtill continued the ſame unto this day, 
and do yet ſtand firm and unſhaken, notwithſtanding all the vain attempts, and impetuous 
aſſaults made againſt it by ſuch Men as are given to change, and have always diſc ov: red a 
owe regard to their own private Fancies and Intereſts, then to that Duty they owe to the 
Publick. 

By what undue means, and for what miſchievous purpoſes the uſe of the Liturgy (though 
enjoyned by the Laws of the Land, and thoſe Laws never yet repealed) came, during the late 
unhappy Confuſions, to be diſcontinued, is too well known to the World, and we are not wil- 
ling here to remember But when, upon His Majeſties happy Reſtauration it ſeemed probable, 
that, amongſt other things, the uſe of the Liturgy alſo would return of courſe (the ſame ha- 
ving never been legally aboliſhed ) unleſs ſome timely means were uſed to prevent it ; thoſe 
Men, who under the late uſurped Powers had made it a great part of their buſineſs to render 
the People diſaffected thereunto, ſaw themſelves in point of Reputation and Intereſt con: erned 
( unleſs they would freely acknowledge themſelves to have erred, which ſuch Men are very 
hardly brought to do) with their utmoſt Endeavours to h inder the reſtitution thereof, In or- 
der whereunto divers Pamphlets were publiſhed againſt the Book of Common Prayer, the old 
ObjeCtions muſtered up, with the addition of ſome new ones more then formerly had been 
made, to make the number ſwell. In fine, great Importunities were uſed to His Sacred Maj ſty, 
that the ſaid Book might be Reviſed, and ſuch Alterations therein, and Additions thereunto 
made, as ſhould be thought requiſite for the eaſe of tender Conſciences: Whereunto His Ma- 
jeſty, out of His pious Inclination to give ſatisfaction ( ſo far as could be reaſonably expected) 
to all His Subjects of what Perſwaſion ſoever, did graciouſly condeſcend. 

In which Review we have endeavoured to obſerve the like Moderation, as we find to have 
been uſed in the like caſe in former Times. And therefore of the ſundry Alterations propoſed 
unto us, we have rejected all ſuch as were either of dangerous conſequence (as ſecretly 
ſtriking at ſome eſtabliſhed Doctrine, or laudable Practice of the Church of England, or 
indeed of the whole Catholick Church of Chriſt ) or elſe of no conſequence at all, but utterly 
frivolous and vain But ſuch Alterations as were tendred tous (by what perſons, under what 
pretences, or to what purpoſe ſoever ſo tendred) as ſeemed to us in any degree requiſite 
or exredient, we have willingly, and of our own accord aſſented unto : Not enforced ſo to 
do by any ſtrength of Argument, convincing us of the neceſſity of making the ſaid Alterations : 
For we are fully perſwaded in our judgments (and we here profeſs it tothe World) that the 
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Book, as it ftood before eſtabliſhed by Law, doth not contain in it any thing contrary to the 
Word of God, or to ſound Doctrine, or which a godly man may not with a good Conſcience 
uſe and ſubmit unto, or which is not fairly defenſible againſt any that ſhall oppoſe the ſame ; 
if it ſhall be allowed ſuch juſt and favourable Conſtruction as in common Equity ought to be 
allo ed to all Humane Writings, eſpecially ſuch as are ſet forth by Authority, and even to the 
very beſt Tranſlations of the holy Scripture it ſelf. 

Our general Aim therefore in this Undertaking was, not togratifie this or that Party in any 
their unreaſonable Demands ; but to do that, which to our belt underſtandings we conceived 
might moſt tend tothe preſervation of Peaceand Unity in the Church ; the procuring of Re- 
verence, and exciting of Piety and Devotion inthe Publick Worſhip of God; and the cutting 
off occaſion from them that ſeek occaſion of Cavil, or quarrel againſt the Liturgy of the Church. 
And as to the ſeveral Variations from the former Book, whether by Alteration, Addition, or 
otherwiſe, it ſhall ſuffice to give this general account, That moſt of the Alterations were made, 
either firſt, for the better direction of them that are to Officiate in any part of Divine Service; 
which is chiefly done in the Kalendars and Rubricks : Or ſecondly, for the more proper expreſ- 
ſing of ſome words or phraſes of ancient uſage, in terms more ſuitable to the Language of the 
preſent Times, and the clearer explanation of ſome other words and phraſes, that were either of 
doubtful ſignification, or otherwiſe liable to miſconſtruction: Or thirdly, for a more perfect 
rendring of ſuch portions of holy Scripture, as are inſerted into the Liturgy; which, in the Epi- 
ſtles and Goſpels eſpecially, and in ſundry other places, are now ordered to be read according 
to the laſt Tranſlation : And that it was thought convenient, that ſome Prayers and Thankſgi- 
vings, fitted to ſpecial Occaſions, ſhould be added in their due places; particularly for thoſe 
at Sea, together with an Office of Baptiſm of ſich as are of riper years; which, although not ſo 

when the former Book was compiled, yet by the growth of An abaptiſin, through the 
licentiouſneſs of the late Times crept in amongſt us, is now become neceſſary, and may be al- 
ways uſeful for the Baptizing of Natives in our Plantations, and others converted to the Faith. 
If any man, who ſhall defire a more particular account of the ſeveral Alterations in any part of 
the Liturgy, ſhall take the pains tocompare the preſent Book with the former ; we doubt not 
but the reaſon of the change may eaſily appear. 

And having thus endeavoured to diſcharge our Duties in this weighty Affair, as in the ſight 
of God, and to approve our ſincerity therein (fo far as lay in us) to the Conſciences of all men; 
although we know it impoſſible (in ſich variety of Apprehenſions, Humours, and Intereſts, 
as are in the world) to pleaſe all; nor can expect that men of factious, peeviſh, and perverſe 
ſpirits ſhould be ſatisfied with any thing that can be done in this kind by any other then them- 
ſelves: Yet we have good hope, that what is here preſented, and hath been by the Convocati- 
ons of both Provinces with great diligence examined and approved, will be alſo well accepted 
and approved by all ſober, peaceable, and truly conſcientious Sons of the Church of England. 
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Here was never any thing by the wit of man ſo well deviſed, or ſo ſure eſta- 
== bliſhed, which in continuance of time, hath not been corrupted : As a- 
mong other things, it may plainly appear by the Common Prayers in the 
Church, commonly called Divine Service. The firſt original and ground 
W whereof, if a man would ſearch out by the ancient Fathers, he ſhall find, 

that the ſame was not ordained but of a good purpoſe, and for a great ad- 
vancement of godlineſs. For they ſo ordered the matter, that all the whole 

Bible, ( or the greateſt part thereof) ſhould be read over once every 
year; intending thereby, that the Choy, and eſpecially ſuch as were Miniſters in the Con- 
gregation, ſhould (by often reading and meditation in Gods Word) be ſtirred up to godlineſs 
themſelves, and be more able to exhort others by wholſom Doctrine, and to confute them 
that were Adverſaries to the Truth; and furthcr, that the People ( by daily hearing of holy 
Scripture read in the Church ) might continually profit more and more in the knowledge of 
Cod and be the more inflamed with the love of his true Religion. 

But theſe many years paſſed, this godly and decent Order of the ancient Fathers hath been 

ſo altered, broken, and neglected, by planting in uncertain Stories and Legends, with multi- 
tude of Reſponds, Verſes, vain Repetitions, Commemorations and Synodals; that commonly, 
when any Book of the Bible was begun, after three or four Chapters were read out, all the reſt 
were unread. And in this ſort the Book of 1/aiah was begun in Advent, and the Book of Geneſis 
in Setuageſima; but they were onely begun, and never read thorough : After like ſort were 
other Books of holy Scripture uſed. And moreover, whereas S. Paul would have ſuch Lan- 
guage ſpoken to the People in the Church, as they might underſtand, and have profit by hear- 
ing theſame; the Service in this Church of England theſe many years, hath been read in Latin 
to the People, which they underſtand not; ſo that they have heard with their ears onely, and 
their heart, ſpirit, and mind have not been edified thereby. And furthermore, notwithſtanding 
that the ancient Fathers have divided the Pſalms into ſeven portions, whereof every one was 
called a Nocturn: Now of late time, a few of them have been daily faid, and the reſt utterly 
omitted. Moreover, the number and hardneſs of the Rules called the Pie, and the manif. 1d 
changings of the Service was the cauſe, that to turn the Book onely was ſo hard and intricate 
a matter, that many times there was more buſineſs to find out what ſhould be read, then to 
read it when it was found out. 

Theſe In-onvenienees therefore conſidered, here is ſet forth ſuch an Order, whereby the 
ſame ſhall be redreſſed. And for a readineſs in this matter, here is drawn out a Kalendar for 
that purpoſe, which is plain and eaſie to be underſtood ; wherein (ſo much as may be) the 
reading of holy Scripture is ſo ſet forth, that all things ſhall be done in order, without breaking 
one piece from another. For this cauſe be cut off Anthems, Reſponds, Invitatories, and ſuch 
like things as did break the continual courſe of the reading of the Scripture. 

Yet, becauſe there is no remedy, but that of neceſſity there muſt be ſome Rules; there- 
fore certain Rules are here ſet forth ; which, as they are few in number, fo they are plain 
and eaſie to be underſtood. So that here you have an Order for Prayer, and for the reading 
of the holy Scripture, much agreeable to the mind and purpoſe of the old Fathers, and a 
great deal more profitable and commodious, then that which of late was uſed. It is more 
profitable, becauſe here are left out many things , whereof ſome are untrue, ſome uncer- 
tain, ſome vain and ſuperſtitious 3 and nothing is ordained to be read, but the very pure 
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Word of God, the holy Scriptures, or that which is agreeable to the ſame; and that in ſuch a 
Language and Order, as is molt eaſie and plain for the underſtanding both of the Readers and 
Hearers. It is alſo more commodious, both for the ſhortneſs thereof, and for the plainneſs of 
the Order, and for that the Rules thereof be few and caſie. 

And whereas heretofore there hath been great diverſity in ſaying and ſinging in Churches 
within this Realm; ſome following Salisbury Uſe, ſome Hereford Uſe, and ſome the Uſe of Bangor, 
ſome of Tork, ſome of Lincoln ; now from henceforth all the whole Realm ſhall have but one 
Uſe. 

And foraſmuch as nothing can be ſo plainly ſet forth, but doubts may ariſe in the uſe and pra- 
Qtice of the ſame ; to appeaſe all ſuch diverſity (if any ariſc ) and for the reſolution of all 
doubts, concerning the manner how to underſtand, do, and execute the things contained in 
this Book; the Parties that ſo doubt, or diverſly take any thing, ſhall alway reſort to the Biſhop 
of the Dioceſs, who by his diſcretion ſhall take order for the quieting and appeaſing of the 
ſame ; ſo that the ſame order be not contrary to any thing contained in this Book. And if the 


Biſhop of the Dioceſs be in doubt, then he may ſend for the reſolution thereof to the Archbi- 
ſhop. 
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Hough it be appointed, That all things ſhall be read and ſung in 
the Church in the Engliſh Tongue, to the end that the Congre- 
gation may be thereby edified; yet it is not meant, but that when 
men ſay Morning and Evening Prayer privatcly, they may ſay 

the ſame in any Language that they themſelves do underſtand. 

And all Prieſts and Deacons are to ſay daily the Morning and Evening 

Prayer, either privately or openly, not being let by ſickneſs, or ſome other ur- 
gent cauſe. 
a ps pf Curate that miniſtreth in every Pariſh-Church or Chappel, being 
at home, and not being otherwiſe reaſonably hindred, ſhall ſay the ſame in the 
Pariſh-Church or Chappel where be miniſtreth, and ſhall cauſe a Bell to be 
tolled thereunto a convenient time before he begin, that the People may come to 
hear Gods Word, and to pray with him. 
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Why ſome be Aboliſhed, and ſome Retained.

Af ſuch Ceremonies as be uſed in the Church, and have had their beginning by 
the Inſtitution of Man, ſome at the firſt were of godly intent and purpoſe 
deviſed, and yet at length turned to vanity and ſuperſtition : Some entred 
intothe Church by undiſcreet Devotion, and ſucha zeal as was without 
knowledge ; and for becauſe they were winked at in the beginning, they 
grew daily to more and more abuſes, which not onely for their unprofita- 
bleneſs, but alſo becauſe they have much blinded the People, and obſcu- 
red the glory of God, are worthy to be cut away, and elean rejected: 
Other there be, which although they have been deviſed by Man, yet it is thought good to reſerve 
them ſtill, as well for a decent Order in the Church (for the which they were firſt deviſed) as 
becauſe they pertain to edification, whereunto all things done in the Church (as the Apoſtle 
teacheth) ought to be referred | 
And although the keeping or omitting of a Ceremony, in it ſelf conſidered, is but a ſmall 
thing ; yet the wilful and contemptuous tranſgreſſion and breaking of a common Order and 
Diſcipline, is no ſmal: offence before (od. Let all things be done among you, ſaith St. Paul, in 
& ſeemly and due order; The appointment of the which Order pertaineth not to private men; 
therefore no man ought to take in hand, or preſume to appoint or alter any publick or common 
Order in Chriſts Church, except he be lawfully called and authorized thereunto. 

And whereas in this our time, the minds of men are ſo diverſe, that ſome think it a great mat- 
ter of conſcience todepart from a piece of the leaſt of their Ceremonies, they be fo addicted to 
their old Cuſtoms; and again on the other ſide, ſome be ſonew-fangled, that they would inno- 
vate all things, and ſo deſpiſe the old, that nothing can like them, but that is new : It was 
thought expedient, not ſo much to have reſpect how to pleaſe and ſatisfie either of theſe Parties, 
as how to pleaſe God, and profit them both. And yet 1: ſt any man ſhould be offended, whom 
good reaſon might ſatisfie, here be certain cauſes rendred, why ſome of the accuſtomed Cere- 
monies be put away, and ſome retained and kept ſtill. 

Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſs and multitude of them hath ſo increaſed in 
theſe latter days, that the burden of them was intolerable ; whereof Saint Auguſtine in his time 
complained, that they were grown to ſuch a number, that the Eſtate of Chriſtian j eople was 
in worſe caſe concerning that matter, then were the Jews. And he counſelled that ſuch yoke 
and burthen ſhould be taken away, as time would ſerve quietly todo it But what would 
Saint Auguſtine have ſaid, if he had ſeen the Ceremonies of late days uſed among us; where- 
unto the multitude uſed in his time was not to be compared? This our exceſſive multitude of 
Ceremonies was ſo great, and many of them ſo dark, that they did more confound and darken, 
then declare and ſet forth Chriſts benefits unto us. And beſides this, Chriſts Goſpel is not a 
Ceremonial Law (as much of Moſes Law was) but it is a Religion to ſerve God, not in bon- 
dage of the figure or ſhadow, but in the freedom of the Spirit ; being content onely with thoſe 
Ceremonies which do ſerve to a decent Order, and godly Diſcipline, and ſuch as be apt to ſtir 
up the dull mind of man to the remembrance of his duty to God, by ſome notable and ſpecial 
ſignification, whereby he might be edified. Furthermore, the moſt weighty cauſe of the abo- 
liſhment of certain C eremonies was, That they were ſo far abuſed, partly by the ſuperſtiti- 
ous blindneſs of the rude and unlearned, nd portly by the unſatiable avarice of ſuch as ſought 
more their own lucre, then the glory of God, that the abuſes could not well be taken away, 
the thing remaining ſtill, 

But now as concerning thoſe perſons, which peradventure will be offended, for that ſome 
ofthe old Ceremonies are retained ſtil! : If they conſider, that without ſome Ceremonies it is 
not poſſible to keep any Order or quiet Diſcipline in the Church, they ſhall eaſily perceive juſt 
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cauſe to reform their judgments. And if they think much that any of the old do remain, and 
would rather have all deviſed anew: then ſuch men granting ſome Ceremonies convenient to be 
had, ſurely where the old may be well uſed, there they cannot reaſonably reprove the old onely 
for their age, without bewraying of their own folly. For in ſuch a caſe they ought rather to 
have reverence unto them for their Antiquity, if they will declare themſelves to be more ſtudi- 
ous of unity and concord, then of innovations and new-fangleneſs, which (as much as may be 
with true ſetting forth of Chriſts Religion) is always to be eſchewed. Furthermore, ſuch ſhall 
have no juſt cauſe with the Ceremonies reſerved to be offended. For as thoſe are taken away 
which were moſt abuſed, and did burden mens conſciences without any cauſe ; fo the other 
that remain, are retained for a Diſcipline and Order, which (upon juſt cauſes) may be altered 
and changed, and therefore are not to be eſteemed equal with Gods Law. And moreover, they 
be neither dark nor dumb Ceremonies, but are fo ſet forth, that every man may u derſtand 
what they do mean, and to » hat uſe they do ſerve. So that it is not like that they in timeto 
come ſhould be abuſed as other have been. And in theſe our doings we condemn no other 
Nations, nor preſcribe any thing but to our own People onely: For we think it convenient, 
that every Country ſhonld uſe ſuch Ceremonies as they ſhall think beſt to the ſtting forth of 
Gods honour and glory, and to the reducing of the People to a moſt perfect and living, 
without errour or ſuperſtition; and that they ſhould put away other things, which from time 


to time they perceive to be moſt abuſed, as in mens Ordinances it often chanceth diverſly 
in divers Countreys, 
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The ORDER howthe PSALTER 
is appointed to be Read. 
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e Pfalter ſhall be read through once every Month, as it is there appointed, 
both for Morning and Evening Prayer. But in February it ſhall be read 
onely to the Twenty eighth, or Twenty ninth day of the Month. 
And whereas January, March, May, puly, Auguſt, October, and Decem- 
Der have One and thirty days apiece ; It is ordered, that the ſame Pſalms 
ſhall be read the laſt day of the ſaid Months, which were read the day be- 


W fore: So that the Pſalter may begin again the firſt day of the next Month 
enſuing,

And whereas the CXIX Pſalm is divided into XXII Portions, and is over long to be read 


at one time ; It is ſo ordered, that at one time ſhall not be read above four or five of the ſaid 
Portions. 


And at the end of every Pſalm, and of every ſuch part of the CXIX Pſalm, ſhall be repeated 
this Hymn, 


Glory be to the Father, and to the Sin: and to the Holy Ghoſt ; As it was in the beginning, is 
uom, and ever (hall be: world without end.

le Old Teſtament is appointed for the firſt Leſſons at Morning and Evening 
> Q Prayer ; ſo as the moſt part thereof will be read over every year once, as in 
2 the Kalendar is appointed. 
The New Teſtament is appointed for the ſecond Leſſons at Morning and 
Evening Prayer, and ſhall be read over orderly every year thrice, beſides the 
| 2 Epiſtles and Goſpels ; Except the Apocalyps, out of which there are onely 
certain proper Leſſons appointed upon divers Feaſts, 

And to know what Leſſons ſhall be read every day, look for the day of the Month in the Ka- 
lendar following, and there ye ſhall find the Chapters that ſhall be read for the Leſſons both at 
Morning and Evening Prayer ; Except onely the Moveable Feaſts, which are not inthe Kalen- 
dar, and the Immoveable, where there is a Blank left in the Column of Leſſons ; the proper 
Leſſons for all which days are to be found in the Table of proper Leſſons. 

And note, that whenſoever proper Pſalms or Leſſons are appointed; then the Pſalms and 
Leſions of ordinary courſe appointed in the Pfalter and Kalendar (if they be different) ſhall 
be omitted for that time. 


Note alſo, that the Collect, Epiſtle, and Goſpel appointed for the Sunday, ſhall ſerve all the 
week after, where it is not in this Book otherwiſe ordered.

And Jeſus took the loaves, and when he had 
given thanks, he diſtributed to the diſciples, and the diſci- 
ples to them that were ſet down, and likewiſe of the fiſhes 
as much as they would. Mhen they were filled, he ſaid 
unto his diſciples, Gather up the fragments that remain, 
that nothing be loſt. Therefoze they gathered them toge- 
ther, and filled twelve baskets with the fragments of the 
five barley-loaves, Which remained over and above unto 
them that hadeaten. Then thoſe men, when they had ſeen 
the miracle that Jeſus did, ſaid, This is of a truth that 
Pꝛophet that ſhould come into the wozld.

hen the mozning was come, all the chief pzieſts and dau; 
Te elders of the people took counſel againſt Jeſus to bs 
put him to death. And When they had bound him, 
they led him away, and delivered Him to Pontius Pilate 
the governour. Then Judas who had betrayed him, when 
he ſaw that he was condemned, repented himſelf, and 
bꝛought again the thirty pieces of ſilver to the chief pꝛieſts 
and elders, ſaying, J have ſinned, in that J have betray- 
ed the innocent bloud. And they ſaid, What is that to 
us: ſee thou to that. And he caſt down the pieces of ſil ver 
in the temple, and departed, and Went and hanged himſelf. 
And the chief pꝛieſts took the (ilver pieces, and ſaid, It is 
not lawful foꝛ to put them into the treaſury, becauſe it is 
the pꝛice of bloud. And they took counſel, and bought 
with them the potters field to bury ſtrangers in. Mhere⸗ 
foe that field was called, The field of bloud unto this 
day. (Then was fulfilled that which was ſpoken by Je⸗ 
remy the pꝛophet, ſaying, And 5 took the thirty * of 
r, 
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ſilver, the pꝛice of hum that was valued, whom they of the 
childzen of Jſrael did value, and gave them foz the potters 
field, as the Loꝛd appointed me.) And Jeſus ſtood befoze the 
covernour;t the governour asked him, ſaying, Art thou the 
King of the Jews? And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Thou ſayeſt. 
And when he was accuſed of the chief pꝛieſts and elders, he 
anſwered nothing. Then ſaith Pilate unto Him, Heareſt 
thou not how many things they witneſs againſt thee : And 
he anſwered him to never a Wozd, inſomuch that the gover - 
nour marvelled greatly. Now at that feaſt the governour 
was Wont to releaſe unto the people a pziſoner, whom they 
would. And they had then a notable pꝛiſoner, called Bar- 
abbas. Therefozz when they were gathered together, 
Pilate ſaidunto them, Whom Will ye that Þ releaſe unto 
vou: Barabbas, oꝛ Jeſus, Which is called Chziſt : Foz he 
knew that foꝛ envy they had delivered him. When he was 
ſet down on the judgment-ſeat, his wife ſent unto him, 
ſaying, Have thou nothing to do with that juſt man: foꝛ J 
have ſuffered many things this day in a dꝛeam becauſe of 
him. But the chief pꝛieſts and elders perſwaded the mul⸗ 
titude that they ſhould ask Barabbas, and deſtroy Jeſus. 
The governour anſwered and ſaidunto them, Whether of 
the twain will ye that J releaſe unto vou: They ſaid, 
Warabbas. Pilate ſaithunto them, What ſhall I do then 
with Jeſus, which is called Chꝛiſt⸗ They all ſay unto him, 
Let him be crucified. And the governour ſaid, Why, what 
evil hath he done But they cried out the moze, ſaying, Let 
him be crucified. Then Pilate ſaw that he could pꝛevail no- 
thing, but that rather a tumult was made, he took water, 
and walhed his hands befoze the multitude, ſaying, Jam 
innocent of the bloudof this juſt perſon : ſee ye toit. Then 
ant wered all the people, and ſaid, His bloud be on ns, and 
on our childꝛen. Then releaſed he Barabbas unto them: 
and when he had ſcourged Jeſus, he delivered him to be 
crucified. Then the ſouldiers of the governour took Je⸗ 
ſus into the common hall, and gathered unto him the whole 
band of ſouldiers. And they ſtripped him, and put on him 
a ſcarlet robe. And when they had platted a crown of 
thozns, they put it upon his head, anda red in his right 
hand: and they bowed the knee befoze him, and mocked 
him, ſaying, Hail, king of the Jews. And they ſpit upon 
him, and took the reed, and ſmote him on the head. And 
after that they had mocked him, they took the robe off from 
him, and put his own raiment on him, and led him away 
to crucifie him. And as they came out, they found a _

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of Cyzene, Simon by name: him they compelled to bear 
his croſs. And When they Were come unto a place called 
Golgotha, that is to ſay, a place of a fcull, they gabe him 
vineger to dzink, mingled with gall : and when he had 
taſted thereof, he would not dꝛink. And they crucified him, 
and parted his garments, caſting lots : that it might be 
fulfilled, Which was ſpoken by the pzophet, They parted 
my garments among them, and upon my veſture did they 
calt lots. And litting down, they watched him there ; and 
ſet up over his head his accuſation wꝛitten, THIS 18 I E- 
SUS THE KING OF THE JE VS. Then were there 
two thieves crucified with him: one on the right hand, and 
another on the left. And they that paſſed by reviled him, 
wagging their heads,and ſaying,Thou that deſtroyeſt the 
temple, and buildeſt it in thze days, ſave thy ſelf : if thou 
be the Son of God, come down from the croſs. Likewiſe 
alſo the chief pzieſts mocking him, with the ſcribes and el⸗ 
ders, laid, «x ſaved others, himſelf he cannot ſave : if he be 
the King of Jſrael, let him now come down from the 
croſs, and We Will believe Him. He truſted in God; let 
him deliver him now if he will have him: foz heſaid, Jam 
the Son of God. The thieves alſo which were crucified with 
him, caſt the ſame in his teeth. Now from the ſixth hour 
there was darkneſs over all the land, unto the ninth hour. 
And about the ninth hour, Jeſus cried with a loud voice, 
ſaying, Eli, Eli, lama ſabachthani? that is to ſay, My God, 
my God, why haſt thou foꝛſaken me: Some of them that 
ſtood there, when they heard that, ſaid, This man calleth 
foz Elias. And ſtraightway one ok them ran, and took a 
ſpunge, and filled it with vineger, and put it ona reed, and 
gave him to dzꝛink. The reſt ſaid, Let be, let us \& whe- 
ther Elias will come to ſave him. Jeſus, when he had cri- 
ed again With a loud voice, yielded up the ghoſt. And be⸗ 
hold, the vail of the temple was rent in twain from the top 
to the bottom, and the earth did quake, and the rocks 
rent, and the graves Were opened, and many bodies of 
ſaints Which flept, aroſe, and came out of the graves after 
his reſurrection, and Went into the holy city, and appeared 
unto many. Now when the centurion, and they that were 
with him, watching Jeſus, ſaw the earth quake, and thoſe 
things that were done, they feared greatly, ſaying, Tru⸗

2. $29 de ho is this that cometh from Edom, With dyed gar- 
nde ments from Wozrah⸗ this that is glozious in his 
Ne apparel, travelling in the greatneſs of his 

ſtrength : Þ that ſpeak in righteouſneſs, mighty to ſave. 
Wherefoze art thou red in thine apparel, and thy gar- 
ments like him that treadeth in the wine-fat : J have tro- 
den the wine-p2eſs alone, and of the people there was none 
with me: foꝛ J will tread them in mine anger, and tram⸗ 
ple them in my fury, and their bloud ſhall be ſpzinkled 
upon my garments, and JJ will tain all my raiment. Foz 
the day of vengeance is in mine heart, and the year of my 
redermed is come. And J looked, and there was none to 
help; and J wondzed that there was none to uphold : 
therefoze mine own arm bought ſalvation unto me, and 
my fury it upheld me.

Ag unleavened bzead: and the chief pꝛieſts and the“ * 
Kesde dd {cribes ſought how they might take him by craft, 
and put him to death. But they ſaid, Not on the feaſt-day, 
leſt there be an upꝛoꝛe of the people. And being in Betha- 
ny, in the houſe of Simon the leper,as he ſat at meat, there 
came a Woman, having an alabaſter-bor of ointment of 
ſptkenard, very pꝛecious, andſhe bzake the bor, and pour⸗ 
edit on his head. And there Were ſome that had indigna⸗ 
tion within themſelves, and ſaid, Why was this waſte of 
the ointinent made: Foz it might have been ſold fo2 moze 
then th:& hundꝛed pence, and have been given to the pz : 
and they murmured againſt her. And Jeſus ſaid, Let 
her alone, Why trouble you her - ſhe hath wꝛought a god 
Wozk on me. Foꝛ ye ha ve the pooꝛ With you always, and 
whenloever ye Will, ve may do them good: but me ye have 
not always. She hath done What ſhe could: ſhe is come 
afozehand to anoint my body to the burying. Uerily J ſay 
unto you , Whereſoever this Goſpel ſhall be pꝛeached 
th:oughout the whole wozld, this alſo that ſhe hath done 
ſhall be ſpoken of foꝛ a memozial of her. And Judas Jſca- 
riot, one of the twelve, went unto the chief pꝛieſts, to betray 
him unto them. And when they heard it, they were glad, 
and pꝛomiſed to give him money.

And one ran, and filled a ſpunge 
full of vineger, and put it on a reed, and gave him to dzink, 
ſaying, Let alone; let us {ef whether Elias will come to 
take him down. And Jeſus cried with a loud voice, and 
gave up the ghoſt. And the vail of the temple was rent in 
twain from the top to the bottom. And when the centuri⸗ 
on which Kood over againſt him, ſaw that he ſo cried out, 
_ yep up the ghoſt, he ſaid, Truly this man was the 
on of God, 
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Heb. ix. 16, Pan rhe a teſtament is, there mult alſo of neceſſity be 
N ©v 


the death ot the teſtatour: foꝛ a teſtament is of fozce 

after men are dead; otherwiſe it is of no ſtrength 
at all whilſt the teſtatour liveth. Mhereupon, neither 
the firſt teſtament was dedicated without bloud : foz when 
Moſes had ſpoken every pꝛecept to all the people, accoꝛding 
to the law, he took the bloud of calves, and of goats, With 
water and ſcarlet wel, and hyſſop, and ſpzinkled both the 
book and all the people, ſaying, This is the bloud of the te- 
ſtament, which God hath enjoyned unto you. Moreover, 
he ſpꝛinkled likewiſe with bloud both the tabernacle, and 
all the veſſels of the miniſtry. Aud almoſt all things are 
by the law purged with bloud ; and Without a [4 
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bloud is no remiſſion. It was therefoze neceſſary that the 
patterns of things in the heavens ſhould be purified with 
theſe; but the heavenly things themſelves with better ſa- 
crifices then theſe. Foꝛ Chꝛiſt is not entred into the holy 
places made with hands, which are the figures of the true, 
but into heaven it ſelf, now to appear in the pzeſence of God 
foꝛ us; noꝛ yet that he ſhould offer Himſelf often, as the 
high pꝛieſt entreth into the holy place every year with bloud 
of others: foꝛ then muſt he often have ſuffered ſince the 
foundation of the woꝛld; but now once in the end of the 
woꝛld, hath he appeared to put away ſin by the ſacrifice of 
himſelf. And as it is appointed unto men once to die, but 
after this the judgment: lo Chꝛiſt was once offered to bear 
the ſins of many; and unto them that look foꝛ him, ſhall 
he appear the ſecond time without lin unto ſalvation.

there make ready. And they went, and found as he had ſaid 
unto them: and they made ready the paſſover. And when the 
hour was come, he ſat down,t the twelve Apoſtles with him. 
And he ſaid unto them,UWith deſire J have deſired to eat this 
paſſover with you befoze J ſuffer. For I ſay unto you, Þ 
will not any moꝛe eat thereof,until it be tulfilled in the king- 


dom of God. And he took the cup, and gave thanks, and 


ſaid, Take this, and divide it among your ſelves.

And he took bzead, and 
gave thanks, and bzake it, and gave unto them, ſaying, 
This is my body, Which is given foꝛ vou: this do in re⸗ 
membtance of me. Likewiſe alſo the cup after ſupper, 


ſaying, This cup is the new Teſtament in my bloud, which 


is ſhed foꝛ you, But behold, the hand of Him that betrayeth 
me, is with me on the table. And truly the Son of man 
goeth as it was determined; but wo unto that man, by 


whom he is betrayed. And they began to enquire among 


themſelves, which of them it was that ſhould do this thing. 
And there was alſo a ſtrike among them, which of them 
ſhould be accounted the greateft, And he laid unto them, 
The kings of the Gentiles exerciſe loꝛdſhip over them, and 
they that exertile authoꝛity upon them, are called benefa- 
ctours. But ye ſhall not be fo; but he that is greateſt a⸗ 
mong vou, let him be as the younger; and he that is chiek, 
as he that doth ferve. Foz Whether is greater, he that ſit- 
teth at meat, o2 he that ſerveth- is not he that ſitteth 
at meats But J am among vou as he that ſerveth, 
Pe are they which have continued with me in my temptati- 
ons. And J appoint unto you a kingdom, as my Father 
hath appointed unto me ; that ye may eat and dzink at my 
table in my kingdom, and ſit on thzones, judging the 
twelve tribes of Pſrael. And the Loꝛd ſaid, Simon, Si⸗ 
mon, behold, Satan hath deſired to have you, that he may 
ſift you as wheat: But J have pzayed foꝛ thee, that thy 
faith fail not; and when thou art converted, ſtrengthen 
thy bꝛethꝛen. And he laid unto him, Lozd, Jam ready to 
go with thee both into pꝛiſon and to death. And he ſaid, 7 
tell thee Peter, the cock ſhall not crow this day, befoꝛe that 
thou ſhalt thꝛite deny that thou knoweſt me. And he ſaid 
unto them, When J ſent you Without purſe, and ſcrip, 
and ſhoes, lacked ye any thing + And they ſaid, Nothing. 
Then ſaidhe unto them, 25ut now, he that hath a purſe, 
let Him take it, and like wiſe his ſcrip: and he that hath no 


 \wo2d,let him ſell his garment, and buy one. Foz I ſay unto 


vou, that this that is Witten, mult yet be accomplithed in 
me, And he was reckoned among the tranſgreſſours : fo 
the things concerning me have an end. And they ſaid, Lozd, 
behold, here are two lwoꝛds. And he ſaid unto them, Jt is 
enough. And he came out, and Went, as he was wont, 
to the mount of Olives, and his diſciples alſo followed him. 
And when he was at the place, he ſaid unto them, Pꝛap, 
that ye enternot into temptation. And he was withdzawn 
from them about a ſtones caſt, and knefled down, — 

Da ped, 
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zayed, ſaying, Father, if thou be willing, remove this cup 
From me: nevertheleſs, not my will, but thine be done. And 
there appeared an angel untohim from heaven, ſtrengthen⸗ 
ing him. And being in an agony, he pzayed moze earneſt⸗ 
ly; and his ſweat was as it Were great dꝛops of bloud 
falling down to the ground. And when he role up from 
payer, and was come to his diſciples, he found them flefp- 
ing foꝛ ſoꝛrow, and ſaid unto them, Why fletp ve? rife and 
p2ay, leſt ye enter into temptation. And while he pet ſpake, 
behold, a multitude, and he that was called Judas, one 
of the twelve, went befoze them, and dꝛew near unto Je⸗ 
ſus to kiſs him. But Jeſus ſaid unto him, Judas, be- 
trayeſt thou the Son of man with a kiſs : When they who 
were about him, ſaw what would follow, they ſaid unto 
him, Loꝛd, ſhall we mite with the ſwozd : And one of them 
ſmote the ſervant of the high Pꝛieſt, and cut off his right 
ear. And Jeſus anſwered and ſaid, Suffer ye thus far. 
And he touched his ear, and healed him. Then Jeſus ſaid 
unto the chiek pꝛieſts, and captains of the temple, and the 
elders who were come to him, Be ye come out as againſt a 
thief, with {wozds and ſtaves : When J was daily with 
you in the temple, ye ſtretched fozth no hands againſt me: 
but this is your hour, and the power of darkneſs. Then 
took they him, and led him, and bought him into the high 
Pꝛieſts houſe, and Peter followed afar off. And when they 
had kindled a fire in the midſt of the hall, and were let down 
together, Peter lat down among them. But a certain 
maid beheld him, as he ſat by the fire, and earneſtly looked 
upon him, and ſaid, This man was alſo with him. And he 
denied him, ſaying, Woman, J know him not. And after 
a little while another ſaw him, and ſaid, Thou art alſo 
of them. And Peter laid, Man, J am not. And about the 
ſpace of one hour after, another confidently affirmed, ſay- 
ing, Of a truth this fellow alſo was with him; foꝛ he is a 
Galilean. And Peter ſaid, Man, Þ know not what thou 
layeſt. And immediately while he yet ſpake, the cock crew. 
And the Toꝛd turned, and looked upon Peter; and Peter 
remembzed the word of the Lozd, how he had ſaid unto 
him, Betoꝛe the cock crow, thou ſhalt deny me thzice. And 
Bein went out and wept bitterly. And the men that held 

eſus, mocked him, and ſmote Him. And when they had 
blind-folded him, they ſtruck him on the face, and asked 
him, ſaying, P2ophelie, who is it that \mote thee : And 
many other things blaſphemouſly ſpake they againſt him. 
And as ſoon as it was day, the . of the people, and the 
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chief pꝛieſts, and the ſcribes came together, and led him in⸗ 
to their council, ſaying, Art thou the Chꝛiſt: tell us. And 
he ſaid unto them, It J tell vou, you Will not believe. And 
if J alſo ask you, you Will not anlwer me, noꝛ let me go. 
Hereafter ſhall the Son of man ſit on the right hand of the 
power of God. Then ſaid they all, Art thou then the Son 
of God: And he ſaid unto them, Ye lay that Jam. And 
they ſaid, What ned we any further Witneſs : foꝛ we our 
ſelves have heard of his own mouth.

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8e N this that J declare unto you, J pꝛaiſe you not ; 
0 J that you come together, not foꝛ the better, but foz 
e the Wozſe, Foz firſt of all, when ye come together 
in the Church, J hear that there be diviſions among you, 
and J partly believe it. Foz there muſt be alſo hereſies a⸗ 
mong you, that they who are appꝛoved may be made mani- 
feſt among you. When ye come together therefoze into one 
place, this is not to eat the Lozds ſupper : Foz in eating, 
every one taketh befoꝛe other his own ſupper : and one is 
hungry, and another is dzunken. What, have ye not hou- 
ſes to eat and to dꝛink in? o2 deſpiſe ye the Church of God, 
and ſhame them that have not What ſhall I ſay to vou: 
ſhall J pꝛaiſe you in this - J pꝛaiſe you not. Foz J have 
received of the Loꝛd that which allo J delivered unto you, 
That the Lozd Jeſus, the ſame night in Which he was 
betrayed, took bzead ; and When he had given thanks, he 
bꝛake it, and ſaid, Take, eat; this is my body, Which is 
bꝛoken foꝛ vou: this do in remembzance of me. After the 
ſame manner alſo he took the cup, when he had ſupped,ſay- 
ing, This cup is the new teſtament in my bloud: this do 
ve as oft as ye dꝛink it, in remembꝛance of me. Foz as of- 
ten as ye eat this bꝛead, and dꝛink this cup, ye do ſhew the 
Loꝛds death till he come. UWherefoze, Whoſoever ſhall eat 
this bꝛead, and dꝛink this cup of the Lozd unwozthily, ſhall 
be guilty of the body and bloud of the Loꝛd. But let a 
man examine himſelf, and ſo let him eat of that bzead, and 
d2ink of that cup. Foz he that eateth and dzinketh un- 
Woꝛthily, eateth and dzinketh damnation to himſelf, not 
diſcerning the Toꝛds body. Foz this cauſe many are weak 
and ſickly among you, and many ſleep. Foz if we would 
judge our ſelves, we ſhould not be judged. But when we 
are judged, we are chaſtened of the Lozd, that we ſhould 
not be condemned with the wozld. TWherefoze, my bꝛethꝛen, 
when ye come together to eat, tarry one foz another. And 
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ifany man hunger, let him eat at home ; that ye come not 
together unto condemnation. And the reſt will J ſet in 
oꝛder when J come.

24 We found this fellow perverting the nation, and 

foꝛbidding to give tribute to Ceſar, ſaying, that he Himſelf 
is Chꝛiſt a king. And Pilate asked him,ſaping,Art thou the 
king of the Jews: And he anſwered him and ſaid, Thou 

ſayeſt it. Then ſaid Pilate to the chief pꝛieſts, and to the

And He- 
rod with his men of war ſet him at nought, and mocked 

him, and arayed him in a goꝛgeous robe, and ſent him a- 
gain to Pilate, And the ſame day Pilate and Herod were 
made friends together; fo2 bekoꝛe they were at enmity be- 
tween themſelves. And Pilate, when he had called toge- 
ther the chiek pzieſts, and the rulers, and the people, ſaid 
unto them, Pe have bzought this man unto me, as one that 
perverteth the people, and behold, J having examined him 
befoze you, have found no fault in this man touching thoſe 
things Whereof ye accuſe him: No, noꝛ yet Herod : foꝛ J 
ſent you to him, and lo, nothing wozthy of death is done 
unto — will therefoze chaſtiſe him, and releaſe him.

And they cried out all at once, ſaying, Away with this 
man, and releaſe unto us Barabas : ( Who foꝛ a certain 
ſedition made in the city, and foz murder was caſt in pꝛiſon) 
Pilate therefoze willing to releaſe Jeſus, ſpake again to 
them.

ſtant with loud voices, requiring that he might be crucifi- 
ed: and the voices of them, and of the chief pꝛieſts pzevailed, 
And Þ'late gave ſentence, that it ſhould be as they requi- 
red. And he releaſed unto them, him that foꝛ {edition and 
murder was caſt into pꝛiſon, whom they had deſired ; but 
he velivered Jeſus to their will. And as they led him away, 
they laid hold upon one Simon a Cpꝛencan, coming out of 
the countrey, and on him they laid the crols, that he might 
bear it after Jeſus. And there followed him a great com⸗ 
pany of people, and of women, who alſo bewailed and la⸗ 
mented him. But Jeſus turning unto them, ſaid, Daugh- 
ters of Jeruſalem, weep not toz me, but Weep fo2 your 
ſelves, and fo2 your childzen. Foz behold, the days are 
coming, in which they ſhall ſay, 2Blefted are the barren, 
and the wombs that never bare, and the paps Which never 
gave ſuck. Then ſhall they begin to ſay to the mountains, 
Fall on us; and to the hills, Cover us. Foz if they do theſe 
things in a green tree, what ſhall be done in the dzy ⸗ And 
there were alſo two other malefactours led with him to be 
put to death. And When they were come to the place Which 
is called Calvary, there they cruciaed him; and the male- 
factousr, one on the right hand, and the other on the left. 
Then ſaid Jeſus, Father, fozgive them, foꝛ they know not 
what they do. And they parted his raiment, and caſt lots. 
And the people ſtood beholding ; t the-rulers alſo with them 
derided him, ſaying, He ſaved others, let him ſave Himſelf, 
if he be Chꝛiſt the choſen of God. And the louldiers alſo 
mocked him, coming to him, and offering him vineger, and 
ſaying, If thou be the King of the Jews, ſave thy ſelf. 
And a ſuperſcription alſo was Witten over him in letters 
of G2eck, and Latine, and Hebzew, THIS 1S THE KING 
OF THE JEWS. And one of the malefactours, Which 
were hanged, railed on him, ſaying, Ik thou be Chziſt, 
ſave thy ſelf and us. But the other an{Wering, rebuked 
him, ſaying, Doſt not thou fear God, ſeeing thou art in the 
ſame condemnation : And we indeed juſtly ; foꝛ we receive 
the due reward of our deeds, but this man hath done no- 
thing amiſs. And he laid unto Jeſus, Lozd, remember 
me when thou comeſt into thy Kingdom. And Jeſus ſaid 
untohim, Uerily J ſay unto thee, To day ſhalt thou be 
with me in Paradiſe. And 1t was about the ſixth hour. 
And there was a darkneſs over all the earth, until the 
ninth hour. And the lun was darkened, and the vail of the 
temple was rent in the midſt. And when Jeſus had cri⸗ 
ed With a loud voice, he ſaid, Father, into thy —

commend my ſpirit: and having ſaid thus, he gave np 
the ghoſt. Now when the Centurion law what was doue; 
gloꝛiſied God, ſaying, Certainly this was a righteous 
man. And all the people that came together tathat fight, 
beholding the things that were done, ſmote their bzeafts; 
and returned. And all his acquaintance, andthe women 
that followed him from Galilck, ſtood afar off, behotiing 
thefe things.

Wherefoze when he cometh into the wozld, he ſaith, Sa- 
crifice and offering thou woul deſt not, but a body haſt thou 
pzepared me: Jn burnt-offerings, and ſacrifices foz ſin 
haſt had no pleaſure : Then ſaid J, Lo, J come (in 
the volume of the book it is W2itten of me) to do thy will, O 
God. Above, when he laid, Sacrifice and offering, and 
burnt-offerings, and offering foꝛ ſin thou wouldeſt not, 
neither hadſt pleaſure therein, Which are offered by the 
law: Then ſaid he, Lo, J come to do thy will, O God. 
He taketh away the firſt, that he may eſtabliſh the ſecond. 
By the which will we are ſanctified, thꝛough the offering of 
the body of Jeſus Chziſt once foꝛ all. And every pꝛieſt ſtand⸗ 
eth daily miniſtring, and offering often times the ſame ſa- 
crifices whichcan never take away ſins. But this man 
after he had offered one ſacrifice foꝛ ſins, foz ever ſat down 
on the right hand of God; from hencefoꝛth expecting till 
his enemies be ma de his foot-ſtool. Foz by one oſtering he 
hath perfected foꝛ ever them that are ſanctified : Whereof 
the Holy Ghoſt alſo is a witneſs to us: Foz after that he 
had ſaid befoze, This is the covenant that J will make 
with them after thoſe days, ſaith the Loꝛd, will put my 
laws into their hearts, and in their minds Will J wzite 
them: and their ſins and iniquities will Þ remember no 
moꝛe. Now Where remiſſion of theſe is, there is no moze 
offering foꝛ lin, Having therefoze, bzethzen, boldneſs to en⸗ 
ter into the holieſt by the bloud of Jeſus, by a newand li- 
vng way, Which he hath conſecrated foꝛ us, thꝛough the 
vail, that is to ſay, his fleſh : And having an high Paieſt 
over the houſe of God; let us dꝛaw near With a true heart, 
in full aſſurance of faith, having our Hearts ſpzinkled 
from an evil conſcience, and our bodies Waſhed with pure 
water.

When 
Pilate therefoze heard that ſaying, he bzought Jeſus foꝛth, 
and ſat down in the judgment-ſeat, in a place that is cal- 
led the Pavement, but in the HebzeW, Gabbatha. And it 
was the pꝛeparation of the paſſover, and about the ſixth 
hour: and he ſaith unto the Jews, 25ehold your king. 
But they cried out, Away With him, away with him, 
crucifke him. Pilate ſaith unto them, Shall J crucifie 
your king: The chief Pꝛieſts anſWered, We have no king 
but Ceſar. Then delivered he him therefoze unto them to 
be crucified t: and they took Jeſus and led him away. And 
he bearing his croſs, went foꝛth into a place called the place 
of a ſcull, which is called in the Hebzew, Golgotha : Where 
they crucified him, and two other with him, on either ſide 
one, and Jeſus in the midſt. And Pilate wrote a title, 
and put it on the croſs. And the wziting was, JESUS OF 
NAZARETH THE KING OF THE JEWS. This title 
then read many of the Jews : foz the place where Jeſus 
was crucified was nigh to the city: and it was wꝛitten in 
Hebzew, and G2ek, and Latine. Then ſaid the chief 

zieſt of the Jews to Pilate, Waite not, The king of the 

ews ; but that he ſaid, Jam the king of the Jews. Pi- 
late anſwered, What J have Wzitten, J have waitten. 
Then the fouldiers, when they had crucified Jeſus, =

his garments (and made four parts, to every ſouldier a 
part) and alſo his coat: now the coat was without ſeam, 
woven from the top thzoughout. They ſaid therefoze a- 
mong themſelves, Let us not rend it, but caſt lots foz it, 
whole it ſhall be: that the Scripture might be fulfilled, 
Which ſaith, They parted my raiment among them, and 
foꝛ my veſture they did caſt lots. Theſe things therefoze the 
ſouldiers did. Now there ſtood by the croſs of Jeſus, his 
mother, and his mothers ſiſter, Mary the wife of Cleophas, 
and Mary Magdalene. When Jeſus therefoze ſaw his 
mother, and the diſciple ſtanding by, whom he loved, he ſaith 
unto his mother, Woman, behold thy ſon. Then ſaithhe to 
the diſciple, Behold thy mother. And from that hour = 
diſciple took her unto his own home. Akter this, Jefus 
knowing that all things were now accomplilhed, that the 
Scripture might be fulfilled, ſaith, Þ thirſt. Now there 
was ſet a veſſel full of vineger : and they filled a ſpunge 
With vineger, and put it upon hyſſop, and put it to his 
mouth. When Jeſus therefoze had received the vineger, 
he ſaid, It is finiſhed : and He bowed his head, and gave 
up the ghoſt. The Jews therefoze becauſe it was the pꝛe⸗ 
paration, that the bodies ſhould not remain upon the croſs 
on the ſabbath-day (fo2 that ſabbath-day was an high day) 
beſought Pilate that their legs might be bzoken, and that 
they might be taken a way. Then came the fouldiers,and 
bꝛake the legs of the firſt, and of the other which was cru- 
cified with him. But when they came to Jeſus, andſaw 
that he was dead already, they bzake not his legs. But one 
of the ſouldiers with a ſpear pierced his ſide, and foꝛthwith 
came there out bloud and wafer. And he that ſaw it bare 
reco2d,and his recoꝛd is true: and he knoweth that he ſaith 
true, that ye might beliebe. Foz theſe things were done, 
that the Scripture ſhould be fulfilled, A bone of him ſhall 
not be bꝛoken. And again, another Scripture faith, They 
ſhall look on him, whom they pierced.

Take heed 
that ye deſpiſe not one of theſe little ones; foꝛ J ſay unto 
you, that in heaven their angels do always behold the face 
of my Father which is in heaven.

For the Adminiſtration of the Lords Supper , or 


Holy Communion. 


EF QO many as intend to be partakers of the Holy Communion, 
ſhall ſignifie their Names to the Curate at leaſt ſometime 
the day before. 

G And if any of thoſe be an open and notorious evil liver, or have 
done any wrong to his Neighbonrs by word or deed, ſo that the 
Congregation be thereby offended ; the Curate having knowledge 
thereof, {hall call him and advertiſe him, That in any wiſe he 
preſume not to come to the Lords Table, until he hath openly 
declared himſelf to have truly repented and amended his former 
naughty life, that the Congregation may thereby be ſatisfied, 
which before were offended ; and that he hath recompenſed the 
Parties to whom he hath done wrong, or at leaſt declare himſelf 
to be in full purpoſe fo to do, as ſoon as he conveniently may. 

C The ſame Order ſhall the Curate uſe with thoſe berwixt whom 
he perceiveth malice and hatred to reign ; not ſuffering them to 
be partakers of the Lords Table, until he know them to be re- 
conciled. And if one of the Parties ſo at variance, be content to 
forgive from the bottom of his heart all that the other hath treſ- 
paſſed againſt him, and to make amends for that he himſelf hath 
offended ; and the other Party will not be perſwaded to a godly 
unity, but remain ſtill in his frowardneſs and malice : the Mini- 
ſter in that caſe ought to admit the penitent Perſon to the Holy 
Communion, and not him that is obſtinate. Provided that every 
Miniſter ſo repelling any, as is ſpecified in this, or the next pre- 
cedent Paragraph ofthis Rubrick, ſhall be obliged to give an ac- 
count of the ſame to the Ordinary within fourteen days after at 
the fartheſt. And the Ordinary ſhall proceed againſt the offend- 
ing Perſon according to the Canon. 

The Table at the Communion-time having a fair white Linen 
Cloth upon it, ſhall ſtand in the body of the Church, or in the 
Chancel, where Morning and Evening Prayer are appointed 
to be ſaid.

be miſconſtrued and depraved ; It is here declared, That thereby no Adoration 
is intended, or ought to be done, either unto the Sacramental Bread and Vine 
there bodily received, or unto any Corporal Preſence of Chriſts Natural Fleſh and 
Bloud. For the Sacramental Bread and Wine remain ſtill in their very Na- 
tural Subſtances,and therefore may not be adored ; (for that were Idolatry, to be 
abhorred of all faithful Chriſtians) And the Natural Body and Bloud of our Sa- 
viour Chriſt are in Heaven, and not here; it being againſt the truth of Chriſts 
Natural Body, to be at one time in more places then one.

C (He People are to be admoniſhed, that it is moſt con- 
venient that Baptiſm ſhould not be adminiſtred but 
upon Sundays and other Holy-days, when the moſt 
number of People come — : as well for that 

the Congregation there preſent may teſtifie the receiving of them 

that be newly Baptized into the number of Chriſts Church; as allo 
becauſe in the Baptiſm of Infants, every man preſent may be put 
in remembrance of his own profeſſion made to God in his Baptiſm. 

For which cauſe allo it is expedient that Baptiſm be miniſtred in the 

vulgar Tongue. Nevertheleſs (if neceſſity ſo require) Children 

may be Baptized upon any other day. 

E And Note, That there ſhall be for every male-child to be Ba- 
ptized, two Godfathers and one Godmother : and for every female, 
one Godfather and two Godmothers. 

¶ When there are children to be Baptized, the Parents ſhall give 
knowledge thereof over night, or in the morning before the begin- 
ning of Morning Prayer, to the Curate. And then the Godfathers 
and Godmothers, and the People, with the Children muſt be ready 
at the Font, either immediately after the laſt Leſſon at Morning 
Prayer, or elſe immediately after the laſt Leſſon at Evening Prayer, 
as the Curate by his diſcretion ſhall appoint.

he chaſteneth, and ſcourgeth every ſon Whom he receiveth. 

It ye endure chaſtening, God dealeth with you as with 

s; foꝛ what ſon is he whom the Father chaſteneth not: 
But if ye be without chaſtiſement, whereof all are par⸗ 
takers, then are ye baſtards, and not ſons. Furthermoze, 
wehave had fathers of our fleſh, which cozrected us, and 
we gave them reverence : ſhall we not much rather be in 
ſubjectio nunto the Father of Spirits, andlive⸗ Foz they ve- 
rily foꝛ a few days chaſtened us after their own pleaſure ; 
but he foz our Jroue, that we might be partakers of his 
holineſs. Theſe wozds, god brother, are written in holy 

Scripture foꝛ our comfoꝛt and inſtruction, that we ſhould

The COMMUNION of the Sick. 


Oraſmuch as all mortal Men be ſubje& to many ſudden 
' Perils, Diſeaſes and Sickneſſes, and ever. uncertain what 

time they ſhall depart out of this life; therefore to the 

intent they may be always in a readineſs to die whenſo- 
ever it ſhall pleaſe Almighty God to call them, the Curates ſhall 
diligently from time to time (but eſpecially in the time of Peſti- 
lence or other infectious Sickneſs ) exhort their Pariſhioners to the 
often receiving of the holy Communioa of the Body and Bloud of 
our Saviour Chriſt, when it ſhall be publickly Adminiſtred in the 
Church; that ſo doing, they may in caſe of ſudden viſitation, have 
the leſs cauſe to be diſquieted for lack of the ſame. But if the ſick 
Perſon be not able to come to the Church, and yet is deſirous to 
receive the Communion in his Houſe ; then he muſt give timely 
notice to the Curate, ſignifying allo how many there are to Com- 
municate with him (which ſhall be three, or two at the leaſt) and 
having a convenient place in the ſick Mans Houle, with all things 
—_— ſo prepared, that the Curate may reverently Miniſter, he 
ſhall there Celebrate the holy Communion, beginning with the 
Collect, Epiſtle and Goſpel here following.

So alſo is the reſurrection of the dead; It is 
ſown in cozruption 3 it is raiſed in incozruption : It is 
ſown in diſhonour; it is raiſed in glozy : It is ſown in 
weakneſs; it is raiſed in power : Jt is ſown a natural 
body 3 it is raiſed a ſpiritual body. There is a natural bo- 
dy, and there is a ſpiritual body. And ſo it is waitten, The 
firſt man Adam was made a living ſoul, the laſt Adam 
was made a quickening Spirit. HoWbeit, that was not 
firſt which is ſpiritual ; but that which is natural, and af- 
terward that Which is ſpiritual. The firſt man is of the 
earth, earthy : the ſecond man is the Toꝛd from Heaven. 
As is the earthy, ſuch are they that are earthy : and as is 
the heavenly, ſuch are they alſo that are heavenly, And as 
we have boꝛn the image of the earthy, we ſhall alſo bear 
the image of the heavenly. Now this Jap, bꝛethꝛen, that 
fleſh and bloud cannot inherit the kingdom of God ; nei- 
ther doth coꝛruption inherit incoꝛruption.

22 When the Lo2d heard this, he was W2oth: fo the 
fire was kindled in Jacob, and there came up heavy dil⸗

46 He ſent lice among them, and devoured them up: and 
frogs to deſtroy them, | | 

47 He gave their fruit unto the caterpiller : and their 
labour unto the graſhopper.. 

48 He deſtroyed their vines With hail⸗ ſtones: and their 
mulberry-trees with the froſt. 3 

49 He {mote their cattel alſo with hail-ſtones: and their 
flocks with hot thunder-bolts, | 

50 He caſt upon them the furiouſneſs of his wꝛath, an⸗ 
— diſpleaſure and trouble: and ſent evil angels among 
them. 

51 He made a way to his indignation, and ſpared not 
—— ſoul from death: but gave their life over to the peſti⸗ 

ence, 
52 And ſmote all the firſt-bozn in Egypt: the moſt pꝛin⸗ 
cipal and mightieſt in the dwellings of Ham. 

53 But as foz his own people, he led them fozth like 
ſheep : and carried them in the wilderneſs like a flock. 

54 He bzought them out ſafe.y,that they ſhould not fear: 
and overwhelmed their enemies With the ſea. "SY 

55 And bꝛought them within the boꝛders of his lanctu⸗ 
ary a — to his mountain Which he purchaſed with his 
right hand.

72 As he was following the ews great with young ones 
he took him: that he might feed Jacob his people, and Jſ- 
raclh's inheritance. 

73 So he fed them with a faithful and true heart: and 
ruled them pꝛudently with all His power.

lities as are requiſite for the ſame 3 and alſo by publick Prayer, 
with Impoſition of Hands, were approved and admitted thereunto 
by lawful Authority. And therefore, to the intent that theſe Orders 
may be continued, and reverently uſed and eſteemed in the Church 
of England; No man ſhall be accounted or taken to be a lawful Bi-

And if it ſhall happen the ſame Church, 
02 any member thereof, to take any hurt oꝛ hindꝛante by 
reaſon of your negligence, ye know the greatneſs of the 
fault, and alſo the hozrible puniſhment that will enſue, 
UWherefoze conſider with your ſelves the end of your Mini-

and that you Have clearly determined, by Gods grace, to 
give your ſelves wholly to this Office, whereunto it hath 
pleaſed God to call you : Sothat as much as lieth in you, 
you Will apply your ſelves wholly to this one thing, and 
dzaW all your cares and ſtudies this way; and that you 
will continually pꝛay to God the Father, by the mediation 
of our onely Saviour Jeſus Chaiſt, foꝛ the heavenly aſſi= 
ſtance of the Holy Ghoſt ; that by daily reading and weigh⸗ 
ing of the Scriptures, ye may war riper and ſtronger in 
your Miniſtry, and that ye may ſo endeavour your ſelves 
from time to time, to ſanctifie the lives of you and yours, 
and to faſhion them after the rule and doctrine of Chziſt, 
that ye may be wholſom and godly examples, and patterns 
foꝛ the people to follow.
